The Colosseum has a seating ca- 
pacity of 45,000 and standing room for 5,000 more, as com- 
pared with the great Madison Square Garden in New York, 
which can seat only 10,292, and the City College stadium with 
a capacity of 17,000. Polo grounds and race courses are, of 
course, in another class, for the spectacles therein can be fol- 
lowed from a greater distance than can a theatrical perform-

If Mrs. Catt be right about the 
attitude of her sex, why did not the women of America over- 
whelmingly and regardless of party affiliations support the 
proposition of a league of nations to check wars and prevent 
aggressions by the strong against the weak? 


The real truth seems to be that when the war passion is 


once roused in women it burns with a steadier fiame than even 
in the case of men. 
The attitude of their women has ever been 


a tower of strength to fighting men. The average man. before 
experience has shown him just how he himself would act under 
fire, may regard the coward with a certain degree of tolerance, 
but the attitude of the average woman is quite intolerant. 


She condemns without reflecting that she herself will never 


be called upon to stand on the much edge of battle. Even in 
peace times her scorn of a known "mollycoddle" is proverbial. 
Of course women are the tender-hearted, too. and consciously 
they deplore war to a larger extent than men do. Yet there is 
an element of truth in Kipling's line declaring that the female 
of the species is deadlier than the male.

of Missis- 


sippi derives 
its name from 
the river 
which forms 
11 a western 
boundary. 


The wora itself comes from the 
Algonquin 
ml8Si-*epe 
which 


means "great river." It is popu- 
larly supposed to mean "Father 
of the Waters" but tUls interpre- 
tation Is incorrect. The state is 
also known as the Bayou State 
from the many bayous which are 
formed by the shifting river. In 
this connection it Is interesting 
to note the uneven coarse of the 
Mississippi river. 
Though the 


extreme length of the state from 
the Gulf to Tennessee is 830 
miles, the western border, due 
to the winding of the Mississippi 
river, extends for nearly 500 
miles. 


The rivers play an important 


part in this state. They are BO 
numerous and the country so 
sabject to flood that the river 
bottoms cover nearly one fifth 
of the area of the entire state. 


The early history of Missis- 


sippi is yoked up with that of 
Louisiana cf which It originally 
formed a part. Discovered by 
De Poto in 1T.30. it was not until 
La Salle called down the rl-ver 
tiii'l riaimed this territory, which 
I'.c 13:1:1.oil in hinor of his French 
kl:!£. Louis XIV, that a perma- 
nent settlen.eut was established. 


In 1703 the territory east of 


the Mississippi was ceded by the 
French to the En^lisu. 
For ii 


while the lower ponton of the 
present state was c:ilic:l West 
Florida. 
A.'UT bein^ captured 


1/y the Spanish end later re- 
lumed to the United Slates, the 
Territory of Mississippi WHS ex- 
tended to it:; present size of 4G,- 
805 srjnare nilles and In 1817 it 
was admitted as the twentieth 
state of the l"c:on.
